An Undesirable “Treaty.” 
We gather—from the agenda of next Sunday's mecting 
of the Deputies of British Jews that a resolution is to be moved 
authorising that body to “offer”: to renew the “ Treaty,” with 
the Anglo-Jewish Association in. relation to the conduct of 
what are known as foreign affairs. We do not know why tho 
Deputies should “offer” to revive this peculiar and archaic 
condominium. If renewal there is to be, we should rather 
have expected the initiative to come from the other party to 
the “Treaty.” But, we are constrained to ask whether there 
ought, in reality, to be any extension of this “dual contro)” 
We have never concealed our strong objection to the whole 
arrangement. No sufficient reason has ever, in our view been 
advanced why the representative body in the Community s))oulq 
share its responsibilities with a handful of gentlemen pretend. 
ing to no representative capacity whatever, and OWing their 
position solely to the votes of a few subscribers to a charitable 
organisation. We hold that such an arrangement is not merely 
bad in form—that is to say, undemocratic—but injurious to 
the interests of the Deputies and the Community. It is a coalition 
without the excuse of a perilous emergency to justify it, and with the 
defects inherent in all coalitions. Itis no justification to urge that the 
Anglo-Jewish Association was formed years ago inter alia to conduct 
our foreign affairs,” and before the Deputies undertook this par. 
ticular branch of communal work. There is no such thing as 
“vested interests” in these matters, and the Association should 
long ago have gracefully surrendered the privilege into the hands 
of the representative body. This does not mean that, individually, 
members of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association shiow!d no 
longer take part in communal foreign affairs. They could join the 
Deputies, and, as members of that body, help to carry on the work 
they have hitherto ‘performed. In that capacity many of them 
would, we-are sure, be warmly welcomed, and their conduct would 
set an example of high public spirit. We hope that next Sunday's 
resolution will not be proceeded with, or if it is that it will be 
rejected. |

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IN THE COMMUNAL. ARMCHAIR. 
SIR ROBERT WALEY COHEN. 
By Mentor. 


DEAR SIR ROBERT, 

Among the numberless Civilian War Honours that fell recently upon 
the more or less happy recipients with the profusion of leaves in 
Vallambrosa, none was received with greater satisfaction by the Jewish 
Community than the one that lighted upon your honoured head. Itcame - 
to you as a result of no niggardly efforts which you were able to put forth 
in the service of the country. Those efforts were derived from the 
rare, expert knowledge that you have in respect to a product which 
throughout history has ever been appreciated (and largely used) by 
our people. If, then, im your career you struck oil, oil has now struck 
you and transformed you from a Dey of the Community into a Knight of 
the British Empire. 

Congratulating you, as I do in common with all your coreligionists, 
for I suppose that recipients of- these honours feel that they 
ought to be congratulated, it is in the former capacity rather 
than in the latter, in that of communal worker, that I venture 
to address just a few words to you. If you have been the darling 
of the gods, and the “ oil and fatness” of wealth and prosperity have 
fallen to you, you have @ prouder title even than the one which the King 
has delighted to confer upon you. It is the title of being the 
darling of the Anglo-Jewish Community. Do not for one moment 
suppose that you have gained this distinction by your material 
success. Jews are too much engaged in material achieve>. 
ments not to be able properly to estimate them. They are 
not likely to confer their love in response to mere material 
achievement. You have the affection and devotion of the com- 
munity, not because of the oil that has brought you wealth in the 
material sense, but because of the spirit (and not the motor spirit) which — 
renders you one of the richest men in Anglo-Jewry. It is in obedience — 
to this spirit of the soul and not of the Shell, that you have been induced

Put 
another way, dear Sir Robert, I fear that you have not been sufficiently 
careful, either in explaining your scheme in lucid, succinct form, or in 
pressing the rich—I mean materially rich—whom you can infiuence, 
and squeezing out of them sufficient. If you had been able to 
mould your ideals into definite ideas, and so present them 
to the public, I believe there would have beea a wider response even than 
there has been to the appeal for the Scheme. On the other hand, 
if you had been able to induce some of your materially rich friends, those 
who (wiiting metaphorically) are bathed in the oil of prosperity and the 
motor-spirit of wealth, really to splash some of their oil and make a great 
dash with their motor-spirit, the fund must have been materially 
increased, and you would have sect a fashion which the rich in the spirit 
- of the soul (though poor in the spirit of the motor), would naturally have 
endeavoured to imitate. | | 
I am anxious to see. the scheme a success, not only materially but 
spiritually. lam anxious to seeagreat fund raised for the purpose of raising 
the status of British Jewry, and backed by means of Jewish education 
in the widest, the best, and the most complete sense of that sadly misused 
term. I want to see Jewish consciousness pervading our Community 
to such an extent that men and women will bo prond to_-proclaim them- 
selves Jews and Jewesses outside the synagogue, in public as 


. well as in private, to proclaim themselves Jews without hesitation, 
- and without the disgusting apologetic qualifications’ which, as you will 


admit, are so prevalent among so many of your friends. This cannot be,

. Itis for that reason I have scribbled just these few lines-to you, 
hurriedly and, if I may presume to say so, quite informally, just-as a

- both of your much honoured parents. Recognise those weaknesses, Sir 
Robert, whilst youare employing your strength. Allow for the fact that all 
Anglo-Jewry are not, as I say, Cohens, and that you will not be able to get 
either at their hearts or their pockets without clothing yourself for the 
purpose with very human attributes—attributes that belong not to those 
who, as is the wont with the Cohens and is not foreign to the Waleys, 
inhabit a mentally higher sphere than the common herd, and refuse ever

Renewed Attacks on Jews in Poland. 

WARSAW [F.0.C.} 
wows have been received from many parts of Poland relating 
-newed attacks on Jews. At Lesaisk the assaults by soldiers 

ye yy coreligionists at the railway station lasted eight days.. At 
8 inik and Brody anti-Semitic excesses occurred. In the latter 
ty the Jews closed their businesses and locked their houses. At the 
yaaibend railway station Jews were repeatedly assaulted and beaten, and 
ny of them had their beards cut off. Throughout Galicia Jewish 
assengers were beaten in the trains. At Stanislavov alone there were 
several dozen Jewish victims. At Lodz and Warsaw many Jews were 
peaten in the streets. The Government issued an order against the 
excesses, and threatened to punish the rioters severely. At Lemberg 
special military orders condemned the excesses. 


Minsk Communal Council Arrested. 
- Warsa¥ [F.0.C.] 
The police surrounded the office of the Jewish Communal Council at 
Minsk, and arrested all the members present, including the President, Mr. 
Churgin. At the police station, however, the Chief of Police ordered the 
immediate release of the members of the Council, and apologised to them 
for the insult they had suffered at the hands of his subordinates. _ 


Jews Officially Libelled. 
WARSAW [F.0.C.] 


An extremely bad impression has been created in Warsaw by the 
action of the semi-official Polish Telegraphic Agency in circulating among 
the various newspapers @ paragraph accusing Jews of smuggling gold, 
silver, and food into Germany, and of spreading alarming reports of Polish 
defeats at the Bolshevik front, and of strikes in Poland. The charge has 
not the least foundation, and is spread for purely anti-Semitic purposes.

“aliens,” though in reality Polish citizens. 


Wholesale Attacks in Polish Trains. 
_ From many parts of Poland accounts have reached here of renewed 
attacks on an extensive scale on Jewish train passengers. In each case 
soldiers assa\lted our coreligionists. Many were cruelly beaten, and a 
large number of Jews were deprived of their beards. The promises of 


the Government to suppress the fresh outbreaks have so far not been 
fulfilled. | 


Polish Ministry and Anti-Semitic Exces3es. 


On the 2nd of April, the Polish War Ministry held a special meeting 
in connection with the anti-Semitic excesses which have recently taken 
place. Particular attention was given to the question of what measures 
should be taken to prevent the recurrence of such excesses in future. 
Among other suggestions was one that a special department should be 
opened whose business it would be to protect those attacked.—..C.B. 

Eastern Jews Interned in Rerlin. 
BERLIN [F.O0.C.}. 
The panic which seized the Jews here during the Kapp revolution 
has subsided, although the exploits of the Baltic troops in arresting a 


At least one Jewess lost her life in the last 
stage of the revolution. Another cloud: has now arisen. The new 
Commander of the troops of the Ebert régime, General Seeckt, has 


Eastern Jews residing in Berlin who number about thirty-thousand. He 
argued in his report that he had been informed of an invasion of 
' Berlin by 50,000 Russian Bolsheviks, who, according to him, are all 
harboured by the Eastern Jews. The new Prussian Ministry shared the 
view of the Commander, and the Minister of Commerce took the lead in 
supporting the military demands. With the resignation of the 
Minister of the Interior, Mr. Heine, the claims of the Eastern Jews had 
no champions in the Cabinet, and even the local Jewish Community was 
terrified and did not feel sufficiently strong to counteract the anti-Semitic 
wave by. making a stand for their Eastern coreligionists.

Anti-Semitic Rowdyism in Vienna._ 


The special correspondent of the Times at Vienna telegraphed on the 
6th inst.: Another exhibition of anti-Semitism in Budapest was reported 
in to-day’s Neues Wiener Journal. At last night’s. performance of the 
“ Walkiire,” the presence of a Jewish singer, Ludwig Rosza, provoked an 


uproar on the part of some twenty-five young men, said to be members of 
the so-called Society of Rising Rosga, who was acting the 


part of Wotan, was interrupted by cries “Down with the Jewish 
singer! Away with Rosza!” The manager tried to_restore order, and 
Rosa himself called out: “ During the war I sang 197 times gratis for the 
wounded, and nobody then asked if I wasa Jew!” The young hooligans, 
however, coetinued to make an uproar, and the performance had to be 
terminated. Such excesses, as have been already pointed out, are the 


work of a §mali party, and are to be deplored by all reasonable people. —

The Resignation cf the Turkish Chief Rabbi. 
CONSTANTINOPLE {F.0.C.}.. 
Tle ‘circumstances which led to the resignation of the Chief Rabbi 
are as follows: The Chief Rabbi yielded to the wish of the Zionists and the 
communal elections were arranged on a basis of universal suffrage. All 
Jews of the age of twenty-five years and upwards were invited to take 
The Government, however, intervened and declared that it would 
not allow Jewsof foreign nationalities to participate. Inreply, the Chief 
Rabbi ponited out that the Jews of foreign nationalities who had. been 
long domiciled in Turkey were the ofies who contributed miost generously 


to the upkeep of the religious and charitable institutions of the Com-- 


munity, and that it was but fair and equitable that they should have the 
right to participate in the Council that controlled them. 
Chief Rabbi emphasised the fact that these institutions had no political 


character whatsoever, but were purely religious and charitable societies. 


The Sublime Porte responded by categorically demanding that the Chief 


Rabbi should annul the elections already held. 


The Jewish Electoral Council and the Consistory, representing the 
unanimous views of Jews of Constantinople, are in complete accord with 


the Chief Rabbi and in his decision to resign his office in consequence of —

Europe has been sent to us for publication. For the purpose of winter. 
relief the goods mentioned below were purchased :—Men and Women, 
Boots, Army boots, repaired boots, clogs, and ironed clogs, 42,495: Men | 
and Women, Blanket overcoats, secondhand coats, blue, grey, Diack, 
khaki, civilian, and police overcoats, 30,589. In order to provide 
employment out there, 99,910 yards of blanket cloth, mantling, and over- 
coating, together with sufficient of other materials (needles, thread. ctc.) 
to make overcoats with. In addition, considerable numbers of bales of 
secondhand clothing were collected by various Committees in London 
and Provinces, which have been dispatched. A list has been received 
from the British Jewish Committee in Warsaw, detailing the various cities 
and districts of distribution of these goods. From this it appears that 
50,858 coats, 50,952 stockings, and 48,976 shoes were distributed. The 
proportion of distribution was 30 per cent. to Volhynia, 20 per cent. to 
Litua, 20 per cent. to Galicia, 20 per cent. to Poland, and 10 per ccut. to 
Austrian Galicia.

ADDRESS BY MR. ZANGWILL AT STEINWAY HALL. 


An audience composed of gravely religious men and women listened 
attentively to Mr. Zangwill on Sunday at the lecture given under the 
auspices of the Free Religions Movement. His ress was so brilliant 
that it dazzled tho intellect even as a cluster $i many jewels, thick- 
sown, dazzles the eyes of him who happens upon them. But the 
analogy, unfortunately, breaks down. For, while nearly every man 
is endowed with physical sight so that he may see and be dazzled 
by jewels, the jewels that fell from Mr. Zangwill on Sunday. 
are still, alas, only visible to those whose intellects, like those 


of his Sunday hearers, are receptive to the message he has to 


proclaim. That his able answer to the recent attacks by anti-Semites, 


’ his passionate defence—or, rather, his scholarly and inspired examina. 


tion—of the Jewish character and of Jewish history, were appre- 
ciated by his audience was proved throughout by the many bursts of 
applause, the frequent laughs, and the final ovation his lecture 
evoked. Speaking earnestly and quickly—for the time allowed 
was actually too short for the length of the address—he 
seemed to send forth a veritable “mitraillewie” of literary gems to his 
hearers. Now a bon inot such as when he described the command to 
Saul to smite Amalek as an attempt to make the world safe for “Jew- 


. docracy,” now a serious and deep thought—"‘‘the ancicat Jews on whose

the cheek ts the smiter—‘the ritual box on the ears.” Of Jewish 
solidarity of which anti-Semites prate, Mr. Zangwil! complained bitterly 
that it existe] not at all. “I have wasted half my life to bring it 
about,” he said, and quickly followed the pithos of this remark by a refer- 
ence to the Rothschilds of “Frankfurt undor the Moors.” The charge 
against Jews of wanting to dominate the world was skilfully ricocheted Dy 
Mr. Zingwill when he remarked that Jews were now shrinking back from 
the offer of Palestine,and had refuseda territory offered them in East Africain 
1904—*‘ while there might be something in the legend that the English were 
one of the lost Ten Tribes, since they owned one fourth of the world!” A 
sense of humour anda sense of proportion are fundamentally onc and the 
same thing.

OBITUARY.

Mr. ISIDORE B. BERKOWITZ, J.-P. 

The death took place last week of Mr. Isidore B. Berkowitz, J.P., ot 
Gravesend, ex-Alderman, and for twenty-eight years headmaster and 
p. prietor of Tivoli House School. The deceased threw himself in front 
of a train at the Trafalgar Square Station of the Bakerloo Tube. At the 
inquest held last Friday a verdict of “suicide whilst in a state of unsound 
mind” was returned. Mr. Berkowitz, who was a son of the late Henty 
Berkowitz, J.P., Mayor of Gravesend, 1887, was for many years 
prominently identified with civic affairs, being for eighteen years 4 
member of the Council. He was not only a liberal donor to the fund to 
provide a site for the Carnegie Library, but in conjunction with a fellow 
Alderman raised the entire sum required in twenty-four hours. He also 
provided an entirely new apparatus for the borough fire brigade.

LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL, 


LORD ROTHSCHILD ON THE MOVEMENT. 


The annual court of Governors was held on Sunday at Anderton’ 
Hotel, Fleet Street. There wasa record attendance. 

The PrestpeNT, Mr. I. Berliner, said that they could Congratulate 
themselves on the great success of their efforts during the past \¢,, 
Their early endeavours were bearing good fruit, and the necessity fo: ¢),, 
Hospital could adequately be gauged by the number of patients who wor, 
receiving assistance daily. All hostility to the movement had happily 
passed away. The Hospital still required a great amount of money to 
earry on. Subscriptions were coming in from all parts of London, and he

The attendance in the 
out-patients’ department has risen to 600 per week, The Council are indebted 
to Sister Power and the nursing staff for their valuable work. To those patients 
of moderate méins-who are not in a position to pay consulting fees, advice ang 
special treatment will be afforded, The Council are especially indebted to the 
authorities of Guy's Hospital for their courtesy in taking in-door patients sent 
from the Jewish Hospital. At the best, such an arrangement is unsatisfactory 
and the meed of beds of their own becomes more and more pressing. - No charge 
was made for medicine, but patients were invited to contribute towards the 
funds as far as possible to help to pay for drugs and dressings. The building 
of the Institution was proceeding, and it was hoped that shortly two wards 
(male and female) with accommodation for twenty-one beds would be established. 
Premises for additional nursing staff were also needed. The ‘Council are | 
greatly hampered by their rym to proceed with the complete front 
block from lack of sufficient funds. About £50,000 was still required, 
The. balance-sheet for the year was eminently satisfactory. The excess 
of income over expenditure was £7,761, but that amount would be more 
than absorbed in meeting the liability to the contractors for the present 
building work in hand, the total cost of which was £14,000...

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE

relation to the Jewish people. | 

Mr. Joseph Cowen is one of the most prominent and best known 
He has done not only yeoman’s work, but there fell to 


Movement, He was one of the nearest and most cherished of Herzl’s 
personal friends, and for many years has been the life and soul of 
Zionism in England. Indeed, it was a letter which Mr. Cowen 
sent to the JEWISH CHRONICLE that was the first call to 
English Jewry to rally to the standard of Jewish Nationalism, 
and his invitation directly resulted in the Clerkenwell _Con- 


ference which was held in 1898, and subsequently in the 


foundation of the English. Zionist Federation. During all 
the intervening years Mr. Cowen has been a faithful and loyal sup- 
porter of the movement... His tendency in Zionism has been towards 
what is known as the political side, and he has been true 
to the Herzlian policy of viewing the Jewish question and Jewish 
National strivings. Mr. Cowen knows Palestine. He has been in 
the country on two occasions, once since the Balfour Declaration as 
a member of the Zionist Commission. He therefore, from all 


points of view, is peculiarly fitted to gauge the Jewish Nationalist

THE TROUBLE IN PALESTINE. 
THE SITUATION. 
By Dr. MAX NORDAU. 


Dismal news reaches us. from Palestine of violent Arab assaults 
on our small group of colonists in Metullah, with hard fighting, of loss 
of precious lives,and destruction of the Jewish village by fire,of street — 
demonstrations of numerous crowds in Haiéy, Jaffa, Jerusalem, 
with cries of a hostile character, against Zionism and Zionists. The 
Emir Faisal, proclaiming himself King of Syria, declares Palestine 
an integral part of his kingdom. All this is alarming enough ; 


nevertheless, we must no& lose héart in the presence of these _ 


incidents.. We may repeat the words of that shrewd old politician, 


Adolphe Thiers: “ In politics, facts must not be taken tragically, but 


must always be taken seriously.” 
Sure enough, the situation in Palestine is serious, altha igh I 
refuse to consider it as tragic. A handful of Syrian Christians who 
have been clever enough to win the co-operation of a few 
Europeanised pan-Arabic nationalists and fanatical Mohammedans 
do all in their power to stir up ill feeling against Zionism andJewish 
immigration in Palestine, and to create an agitation which is to 
impress the British Government and to frighten away the Zionists 
from Palestine. A venomously anti-Semitic vernacular press, men- 
dacious inventions, distortion of facts and utterances are the means” 
which they employ to attain their ends. Their motives are 
transparent. The Syrian agitators are hirelings. They 
work for a consideration. They receive their inspiration, 
accompanied with cheques, from certain European quarters 
where there are people interested in annoying England and 
putting obstacles’ in the way of her politics in Near Asia. The 
Nationalists are partly Egyptians who have picked up the watch- 
words of European chauvinists and imperialists, aud hope self- 
seekingly to harvest personal advantages and satisfaction of vanity 
by intoxicating poor ignorant fellaheen with dreams of a great Arab 


Empire, embracing all the Arabic-speaking countries of Asia and | 


North Africa (containing Syria, Palestine, Mesopotamia, the Arabian | 
Peninsula, Egypt, and undoubtedly also Tripoli, Tunisia, Algeria, and 
Morocco, net to forget Malta),and by partly sincere, but ingenuous 
visionaries who are enthusiastic about the great p.*+t of their race, 
and hop2 confidently for a future which shall renew the glorious. - 
days’ of Harun al Rashid, tlie splendours of the Baghdad of the 
Caliphs, and the refined civilisation of the Spanish Moors. : 
We have not to concern ourselves with these tendencies. I da 
not consider it our business to expose the illusions implied in the 
pan-Arabic programme. Neither have we Jews, we Zionists, any 
reason to stand in the way of the realisation of theseyschemes in so 


far as they seek their objects outside of Palestine. The European 
- Powers—England, France, Italy, in a certain measzre even Spain— 


will have to examine how far their several interests are compatible, — 
or may clash, with the pan-Arabic aspirations, and take the necessary 
measures to safeguard them against possible attacks, now and later 
on. As for us Jews, we are sincere friends and well-wishers of the 
Arabs, and nobody will feel greater satisfaction than we if they 
succeed in constituting a unified nation and a strong State within 
reasonable territorial limits, taking a fair share in the w7'ld’s work | 
of peace, order and progress. But, of course, wc@2xpect from them 
reciprocity. 3 | 

We are, however, in fairness bound to put ourselves also ix the 
place of England, and ask ourselves'what attitude .Iwr responsible 
statesmen. must assume in the face ofthe prete:eiions of the 


Palestinian fellaheen. Are they simply to order them: “ Keep 


your peace”? Are they to oppose force: to violence -«id disorder, 
and institute an iron régime of military authority against what 
pretends to be a national aspiration? This we cannot expect. _ 
They are bound by the principles of the Peace Treaty iich they have 
solemnly proclaimed. They have recognised the right of the peoples, 
great or small, to determine their own fate; they have declared they 
will abide by the will of the majority... Now the fellaheen are the 
immense majority of the present inhabitants of Palestine, and they

noisily manifest their opposition to the purposes of Zionism and the 
Balfour Declaration. True, we are convinced and affirm that 
all this fuss is artificial, that the fellaheen have no political opinion, 
that they wish nothing but to be left alone, undisturbed in their 
- possessions and free to live their accustomed life in peace and order, 
and that their apparent unrest is only the effect of the unscrupulous 


personal ambition or unreasoning fanaticism. But we have no 
means to oblige the responsible British statesmen to share our views 
and stand for them against critics at home and abroad who are not 
lacking. We have, unhappily, adversaries everywhere, in a part of 
the English press and on some benches of the British House of 
Commons, as well as among continental anti-Semites ; and they will 
be only too glad to seize the opportunity for trying thwart our 
efforts and to attack the government under the pretext that it 
denies its principles and tyrannises a people which asks nothing 
but its indisputable right. What answer can we give to this? 
In Palestine we are one to nine or ten Arabs; in the case of a 


, ‘plébiscite we would be nowhere. If an autonomous parliamentary 


constitution were granted the country, we might perhaps emerge 
from the elections without a single representative of ours in the 
Chamber. We would plead: “ We are not yet numerous in Palestine, 
but we are 14,000,000 Jews, the great majority of whom consider 
themselves virtually as Palestinians, Palestine their _home- 
land.” To this the Syrian agitators would reply: “If people outside 
the country are to be taken into account, we are not 500,000 Arabs 
to claim, the possession of Palestine, we are 26,000,000 to 
30,000,000.” If we state our historic right to the land of our 
fathers, we can be met with the sneer: “ Politics are an affair of the 
living, not of the dead generations, of the palpitating present, not 
of the remote centuries.” I am afraid our opponents would carry 
the point, and we would be ruled out of court. | 

There are not many, there are not two ways out of the difficulty; 


utmost rapidity, be equal in numbers to the fellaheen in Palestine, 
if possible outnumber them, be it only slightly at first. If we 


their unanswerable argument: “We Arabs are the majority of the 
population, and.c:uist therefore be allowed to have our own way.” 
The British Government can back us and stand by the Balfour

“Jewish mass immigration into Palestine without delay!” In 
Palestine, where our people know better than elsewhere the needs 
of the hour, opinion approved me unreservedly. In Europe, the 
whole pack of officious curs of the Zionist press was let loose against 
me and yelped and snapped at my heels. One screed, of Prague, I 
believe, denounced my senile vanity, upbraided me with self-adver- 
tising, and branded mé@ as a demagogue devoid of all sense of 
responsibility. In Jewish papers in Vienna, Berlin, and Paris, I was 


handled almost as rudely. These insults left me indifferent ; they were | 


beneath my contempt. Now, as then, I say: “We must number at 
least 500,000 Jews in Palestine as soon as England has received the 


mandate over the country. Otherwise Zionism is doomed to failure — 


for the present, and will have to remain a dream for a long time 
more, pérhaps for a new series of centuries.” a 

But the task is immense, almost superhuman! Immense? Yes. 
Superhuman? Why? What are the difficulties? Let us look 
them straight in the face. 3 


There is the British Government. Will it open wide before us | 


the frontiers of Palestine and allow us to introduce at once—I don’t 
mind using the expression: to dump—half a million Jews into the 
country? Well, vi? must obtain leave to do so. Our spokesmen 
must tell those who hold” the fate of Palestine in their hands: 


“We are embarking on a huge enterprise, complicated, costly, 


adventurous, full of risks; we hold that our only chance of success

If you grant us this, concession, we will set to work with all the 


_ energy of which we are capable, and we hope to succeed rapidly in 
establishing good relations with our Arab neighbours, in pregerving — 


peace and order in the country, in leading our fresh setilers to 
‘become self-supporttng, in preparing the land for its new destinies 
of a national home of the Jew¢h people, and eventually of the 
autonomous Jewish State. If you refuse, we ‘regret that we must 
consider our mission as ended, we declare ourselves unable to 


_ aid you in dealing with the Palestine problem, we decline all 


responsibility for your policy which, we are afraid, will end in 
creating for you a new Egypt in Palestine, and we shall turn 
to the Jewish people and confess with pain and sorrow that 
we have failed in our endeavours, and cannot honestly recommend 
it to make heroic efforts and bring uncounted sacrifices for an 
enterprise the prospects of which appear more than ominous to us. 
If the British Government pllows matters to come to this, the dis- 
appointment of the Jewish people will be tragic. But bitter truth

- A Sermon for the Week. 
[Speciatly written for the SuwisH 
MOSAIC RELIGION.—1. 


For that is thy life, and the length of thy days.”—Deut. xxx., 20, 


The Mosaic religion may be said to rest upon three fundamental 
principles—the unity of God; the unity of the world, the Unity of man 
It is not a thing apart from life here on earth, an ideal world into which , 
man retires, and in which he abstracts himself for an hour’s pric; space 
and whence he emerges without substantial or direct guidance to re-enter 
the world of men. On the contrary, in Mosaism, the entire life js religion 
and religion is the entire life. Out of ita religion here is to issn. it 
therefore includes morality and the law of society. As this religion wag 


_ originally revealed to one particular race, in special circumstances, 


and at a-certain period of the world’s history, it not only established 
general fixed principles, but it invested them in certain specific ordinances 
@ comprehensive code of national laws suited to the age and people. The 
letter of the law which it lays down may not, in every respect, be suited to 
our own day, but it is possible to seize the Mosaic spirit which underlies 
it, and apply that spirit to modern circumstances. We must carefully 
deduce the general design from the specific provisions, and—time ana 
circumstances being taken into consideration—we should discard that, 
and that only, which appertains exclusively to them ; but we must faith. 


‘fully adhere to and retain that which appertains equally to all times ana 


circumstances. The leading and highest principle of morals in Judaism ig 
that which declares man to be created in the image of God. And this 
principle expresses itselfin the command: “ Ye shall be holy, for I the Lora 
your God am holy” (Lev. xix., 2). Various conclusions may be drawn 
from this first principle. First, that the ground-work of all good is to be 


found-in God, and notin man. What is good in God is good in man also, © 


and man is to do good because it is good in the sight of God. All human 
doubts and uncertainty may be ‘resolved by @ reference to this first 
principle. We can clearly perceive in the light of this text what is good, 
because God is a being who is absolutely free from what we may call

The 
individuality of the individual man is asserted and justified, but the love 
jis to operate as self-devotion. Hatred and revenge must be banished even 
from the depths of the heart. Justice and compassion are the positive 
expressions of this love. On the one hand Mosaism prohibits all manner of 
injustice, fraud, oppression, violence, bribery,false testimony, respect of 
persons, perjury, false weights and measures, and the like; on the 
other hand it definitely commands the exercise of justice and compassion. 
In Mosaism, human justice is administered. 
IN THE NAME OF GOD. 

The judge, fully sensible of his self-dependence, is equally self-conscious 
that heis bound to administer the justice of God. Proof mustbe obtained 
by means of human witnesses, in order that the judge may decide 


petween the innocent and the guilty. The chastisement, the object of 


which i$ to re-establish infringed public morality, must correspond with 
the offence. By itareexpressly forbidden the right of the parent over the 
life of the child, of the master over that of the slave, the partici- 
pation of children and relatives in the punishment of the 
culprit. The tribunals were open and public, the judicial proceedings 
were conducted verbally in the presence and under the presidency of the 
elders of the Community (Num. xxxv., 24). Regard forthe dignity of man 
was a conspicuous element in Mosaic justice. The body of him who had 
‘been hanged was not to hang until the morning.” In enunciating the laws 
of charity and benevolence, Mosaism declares that the portion of the 
produce of the soil adjudged to the poor belongs to them as aright. Man 
receives the ground from God; through the blessing of God his. labour is 
“<erowned with an abundant harvest, God transfers his claim to a portion 
®t that harvest tothe poor. To them Mosaism distributes as their due 


sifhe spontaneous produce of every seventh year, the second’tithe of every | 


third and sixth year, all that grew in the corners of the field, all that fell 
from the han@of the reaper, all forgotten sheaves and shocks, the glean- 
ing of the olive-tree and vineyard. Thus the form of charity was entirely 
adapted to the then constitution of the peopte of Israel as a,nation of hus- 
bandmen. But-according to the spirit of the Mosaic law, the form of these 


- gifts must everywhere accommodate itself fo the altered circumstances — 
of the Israelites in other lands; and the laws apply equally to the fruits 


of industry and commerce. If it should be objected that a charity, legally 
enacted, is in fact a forced, compulsory benevolence, we reply that the 
habits of thought of a people are generated and influenced by the tenden- 
cies of the laws which govern them, To-day Jews are the most charitable 
people in the world because they have been loyally educated in the law 


of charity. |

| THE JERUSALEM DISTURBANCES. 


FURTHER DETAILS. 
GRAVE ALLEGATIONS. 


MANY CASUALTIES.’ 


SEVERAL REPORTED KILLED, 


Information is now to hand which shows that the demonstration 
on Easter Sunday, culminating in the fatal riots, was the natural 
result of incidents arising out of the previous Moslem processions to 
protest against Zionism. Local Moslem feeling increased by the 
proclamation of the Emir Faisal had been running strong, and, as » 
the Daily News reports, fanaticism had been aroused by the sight of 
a Bedouin balanced on the shoulders of his fellows and brandishing 
naked swords—which was a feature of the last demonstration before 
Easter. Armed natives were also becoming a common sight, and a 
report goes that the Judeans, the demobilised soldiers of the — 
Jewish Battalions of the Royal Fusiliers, had been threatened with 
reprisals by truculent Arabs. All these circumstances combined to 
make the Moslem feast of Nebi Musa which coincided with Passover, 
the occasion for the outburst of the pent up feelings of the Arabs. 


According to the Times correspondent, the Moslem procession, 


eelebrating the feast on the second day of Passover, marched up the 
Jaffa Street stopping every now and then to hear speeches in favour 
of the Emir Fa sal and independence. A phrase that was.continually 
used was: “We will be avenged by the sword.” Though one 


report stated that a cry, “the Jews are attacking us,” was the 


immediate eause of the outbreak,’ the Times version, based on 
what is described as a “a trusiworthy eye-witness,’ was that it 
arose from an altercation between a member of the procession who 
was brandishing a stick and a man, who looked liked a Palestinian 
soldier and bit him. “This led to a general melée, in which Jewish 
shops were looted and the Jews generally attacked. They defended 
themselves, and a series of fights took place between parties in the 
narrow bye-ways. There was also some sniping from the house- 
tops. The troops were called out and rapidly restored order. 

On Tuesday more trouble ensued. This time the situation 
became’ more serious as the native police took the side of 
the Moslems and had to be disarmed by the military. The following 
day saw a serious outbreak of incendiarism and fighting took place, 
in which six British soldiers were wounded. The cas.alties are 
officially reported as 248 injured and four Moslems and five Jews 


killed. Three of the latter were shot for assaulting th¢ troops. 
' The situation, according to the latest reports, is now normal. 


STRONG REPRESENTATIONS TO TH 
GOVERNMENT. 


Ne news of the attacks on the Jews was received by the Zionist 
Organisation in London until Monday morning last, when the 
following cable from the Zionist Commission arrived from Beyrouth, | 
dated April 10th:— 

During a Moslem religious procession on Sunday morning, 
April 4th, the crowd, incited by Arab agitators, attacked the Jews 
near the municipality, and pillaged some sixty Jewish shops. About 
two hundred were wounded, fifty of them severely; two of the latter: 


have already succumbed to their injuries. The Arab gendarmerie ' 


either remained-inactive, or assisted the natives in their acts of | 
violence.

held in Philadelphia on December 19th, 1918, also spoke of the 
“ development of Palestine into a Jewish Commonwealth.” Up to 
the present, in fact, in all parts of the world, the opponents as well 


as the supporters of the proposed policy have believed what Lord | 
- Curzon said, when he wrote, on the second anniversary of the original — 


declaration: “There has been no change in the policy of the 
Government with regard tothe establishment of a National Jewish 


Home in Palestine.” For what avowable reasons should he or the- 


Government now take an altered view ? 
It is, however, especially to the Zionists that the substitution of 
an Arab for a British mandate would come as a shock which would 
_for ever crush their faith in the honesty of the British Government. 
In the United States the Zionist movement has always been a 
democratic movement, and has been the ideal.of the whole Jewish 
_ population, with the exception of the extreme Socialists and a small 
handful among the richest classes. In this country also the great 
wajority of the Jews have been keen supporters of the move- 
ment, and, even if they had no personal wish to return 
to the Promised Land, received with the deepest  satis- 
faction’ the Government's Declaration. Exactly what that 
declaration amounted to has not been specified. There is a certain 
vagueness in the term “a national home for the Jewish people.” In 
whatever way it might be interpreted there would undoubtedly be 
for some. years, even under a British Protectorate, considerable diffi- 


culties involved in the establishment of any considerable number of — 


Jews in Palestine, with its preponderating Moslem majority. But 
under Faisal these difficulties would, of course, be enormously 
increased. In such conditions it would obviously be impossible 
that Palestine should become “a home for the Jewish people.” 
We trust, therefore, that it will be found that there is no 
foundation for the rumours current in Washington. Mr. Balfour’s 
original declaration embodied the wisest and best policy of 
which the situation admitted. It satisfies the passionate hopes 
of the whole of Zionist Jewry, by whose wishes, rather 
than by those of cosmopolitan financial Jewry, or of super-British 
Jews, the Government should be guided. But, above all, they have 
made a solemn promise which they cannot break without doing 
untold harm. They might, indeed, do worse than to register it, once 
and forall, in the Treaty of Peace with Turkey. :

(3). The Government will protect the lands belonging tothe peasants, 
and will not permit the sale of land, except in case of necessity.

(5). The Allies have nover intended, and do not intend to create a 
Jewish Government in the country. This will be administered by its 
own people, and according to laws that will be enacted by a council 
elected by the majority of the nation. The Administration is now 
oceupied in drafting a programme of political reforms which will guarantee 
the rights of the people of the country in order to prepare them for self- 


government. A large number of them will be given high positions in 


order that they may acquire experience of government under the 
administration of intelligent and well-intentioned officials. — 

The Editor asked the Chief Administrator as to the object of Mr. 
Herbert Samuel's visit to Palestine. He replied that the latter was a 
British Government Official and that he had come to assist in organising 


. the future financial status of the country, his visit having no connection 


with the Zionist question. The editor called the Chief Administrator's 
attention to the question of the “Sultanic Lands,” pointing ont that most 
of these had been forcibly purchased from ‘the peasants. The Chief 
Administrator replied that the question of these lands would not be settled 
until an accurate survey had been made which had been entrusted to a 
special commission. The Administration would ‘consider with equity 
and impartiality any claim that the peasants might submit rcgarding 
these lands, and everybody's rights would be safeguarded. 

Commenting on the Chief Administrator's declarations, the Editor of 
the Miraat-el-Shark recommends the people to have full confidence in the 
good intentions of the Administration towards them, remarking that it 
will establish justice amongst them and punish the oppressors with an 
iron hand, so that order and prosperity will follow the sufferings of the 
past.

The Fiasco of Political Zionism.

Sir,—The object with which I entered into this controversy has bee 
achieved, and a few words may end the controversy so far as 1 am con- 
cerned. Mr. Zangwill, who professed to be criticising the policy of 
the Zionist Organisation, is now forced to admit that he “can only 
weep.” By his own confession, what he put forward as an alternative 
policy is no alternative policy at all. No wonder that he grows pettish, 
and charges me with travestying his arguments.

put forward, because there was no such thing as an Itoland. Thereisonly 
one conclusion from Mr. Zangwill’s failure to accept the implied challenge. 
There is no possible Itoland in the whole world, and the utter bankruptcy 
‘of Itoism stands revealed. Mr. Zangwill is entitled to weep, and I for one 
weep with him at the impossibility of rescuing all the hundreds of thou- 
sands of our people who need rescue immediately. But when he talks of 
having voluntarily “lost a unique historic opportunity,” which, in fact, 
he never had, he is making a sorry attempt to save his own face—an 
attempt which would provoke mirth if only the situation were not so 
desperately tragic.

The Times, August 26th, 
1919, in its Editorial note, among other things, says, “Our duty as 
mandatory is to make Jewish Palestine not a struggling State, but one 
that is capable of rigorous, independent national life.” 
‘Wedgwood, M.P., writing to me from the House of Commons, Novem- 
ber 7th, 1918, said: “The Jewish Nation is at last safe.” There is 
nothing vague about such statements! A National Home means nothing

JEWS IN THE SEVENTEENTH CENTURY 


THE MARRANOS IN AMSTERDAM. 


The first of the course of lectures on the History of the Jews jn the 
Seventeenth Century was delivered at Toynbee Hall, Commercial §::< 
last Tuesday, by Mr. Elkan N. Adler, M.A. Mr. H. Henrigur. 
(President of the Jewish Historical Society), who presided, said that i; 
lectures held during the past years in connection with the Univer.(;, 5 
London, had been fairly popular, and had given much satisfactio) Th 
lectures to be delivered by eminent men would show the manne; and

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, in the course of his lecture, after referrins 
to the expulsion of the Jews from Spain and Portugal in 1490, and to thos: 
remaining in those countries who became “New Christians,” called pixs 
or “Marranos” by their neighbours, said that these Marranos were 
beginning to find life intolerable in Portugal and in Spain, and their eyes 
naturally turned to the Netherlands. They had already many cay 
previously attempted to establish themselves there. As early as 1514 
some refugees presented themselves to the young Emperor Charles \. at 
Brussels, and petitioned him for leave to reside in the Netherlaniis a, 
Jews, but their appeals were disregarded and severe edicts were passeq 


+ entirely to exclude “ New Christians” from Holland as well as from Spain, 


Notwithstanding those rebuffs, many secret Jews were to be found ip 
those provinces. Jacob Tirado with some’ other Marranos set sai! 
Portugal in 1593, hoping to reach Holland, which had forbidden persec ition 
on religious grounds. The ship was captured by the English, but (een

and after a stormy voyage they had to put in for refuge at Emden. where 
there were a few German Jews, whom they recognised by the Hebrew 
letters on some Mezuzoth. Moses Uxi.Levi, the rabbi, refused to convert 
them in Emden, but promised to follow them to Amsterdam. There he 
received them into the Jewish faith. On Kippur day, 1596, a small 
number of Jews met for worship at the house of Samuel Pallaciic. the 
The neighbours suspected 
them to be Papists, and raided the house. Tirado explained that 
so far from being Roman Catholics, they were fugitives from the 
Inquisition, and they were allowed to conclude their service in 
peace. There was no longer any object in concealing their relizion. 
They petitioned the magistrate for leave to erect a synagovue. 
He granted it, and Beth Jacob, named. after Jacob Tirado. was 
consecrated in 1598, the first synagogue in Northern Europe. Tirado was 
helped by Pallache, Alonzo, Jacob Israel Belmonte, and Manue! Lopes 
Pereira. Rabbi Moses Uri Levi preached to the congregation in German, 
and his sermons were at once translated into Spanish by his son Aaron. 
These New Christians and newer Jews had great difficulty in understand. 
ing their Hebrew prayers, but they were not to be daunted by a were 
language: Once freed from the restraints of the Inquisition, the Marranos 
threw themselves into the study of the Hebrew language and lit«rature 
with the greatest zeal and enthusiasm. Still they never abandoned their 
mother tongue. The little Jewish colony in Amsterdam soon increased in 
- numbers, wealth, and importance. It was not so much literature as 
commerce which caused the Dutch city to be recognised as thc New 
Jerusalem. Spain, by its increasing persecution of the Marranos. played 
into the Jewish hands. The Inquisition seemed to have lost its terrors; 
the number of attos de fe doubled, andthe number of victims quad: ‘pled. 
One hundred and fifty Marranos at one time were thrown into dungeons 
and tortured. Philip III. was heavily indebted tothe Marranos who offered 
to cancel the debts if he pardoned them. He excepted-the bribe, and the 
prisoners, after a public confession and deprivation of all civil rights. were 
allowed to leave the country. Among them were Joseph ben Israe! and 
his son Menasseh. In 1621, a powerful agitation was started w iti: the 
object of procuring the exile of all Jews from the Peninsula. some of 
_ these Jews or Marranos petitioned Philip III. and Philip IV. for pardon, 
and offered a bribe of 150,000 ducats to permit them to remaiu in the 
Peninsula. Anti-Semitic arguments prevailed in favour of their }anish- 
ment, and ultimately, in 1631, the king decided that all Judaisers were to 
be banished from his realms. This second banishment led to the forma- — 

‘ tion of the Jewish Communities of London, Altona, and Bordeau«. and 
brought to Amsterdam a Spinoza and a Menasseh ben Israel. The original 
documents relating to those events he (Mr. Adler) discovered on the fourth 
floor of a tenement house ina Madrid back slum from a hidden hoari con- 
taining the archives of the Council from Simancas. It was the exiles of 
1630 who made the Amsterdam Jewish Community so important ‘1 the 
eyes of sixteenth century Europe. The lecturer concluded by referring 
the interest taken in the Jews of Amsterdam by the King, of Spain in 155°.

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JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE. 


ANNUAL MEETING. | 


- The annual meeting of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was held on 


cunday at the Central Synagogue Chambers. 
Commandant, presided. 3 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the-adoption of the annual report and 
accounts, pointed out that the period covered by the report was one of 
reconstruction, and their efforts had been directed towards bringing the 
younger members of the community more into touch with the activities of 
the Brigade. They had reconstituted their arrangements at Headquarters, 
and had entrusted to the younger officers of the Brigade the whole of the 
organisation and running of the London Regiment. This had already had 
very excellent results: At the last Council meeting, they had also 


Sir F. L. Nathan, 


thoroughly overhauled the membership of that body and had elected a — 


considerable number of the younger members of the Community. One 
outstanding feature of last year’s activities had been the re-institution of 
the annual camp, the first held since 1914. This had been managed by 


Major Tabbush, without any assistance from the older officers of the 


Headquarters Staff, and the camp had been run most satisfactorily. The 
expenses of the camp had been_very considerab‘e. They averaged £1 16s. 
a head, which was more than double the maximum pre-war rate. The 
contributions received from the lads were much more than previously 
received. Thenetresult was that the camp cost the Brigade about £1 a head. 
That in itself was a serious item, and ifthe annual camps were to be held as 
previously and the numbers attending them increased, the expenditure 
which would be entailed would be infinitely greater than anything they 
could hope to cover by the fixed annual income of the Brigade. The one 
other heavy item which appeared in the accounts was the cost of 


noiforms. The total expenditure last year was about £1,000, of which about 


£350 was received back from the lads in part payment of their equipment. 


_ That item was one which was not likely to diminish. If they accepted more 


boys the expenditure would automatically increase, and the cost of 
uniforms was such a heavy item that the matter had been engaging the 
serious attention of the Brigade Council. They might decide to révert to 
the old equipment, consisting of a cap, haversack and belt, but the-cap 
would be an improvement on the old “ pill-box.” In that direction they 
might hope to save a very considerable sum. Personally, he was in 
favour of abandoning khaki and reverting to the pre-war equipment. In 
order to encourage younger lads to join, and to offer additional 


inducements, the Brigade had joined in the Scout Movement, 
and was in process of forming Scout Companies. These 
Companies would conform to Seout procedure, but would 


be ofticered: and controlled by the Brigade. They hoped by this 
means to attract boys who would not otherwise join the Brigade. The 
annual fixed income of the Brigade was only £450, consisting of annual 
subscriptions, donations, and dividends, together with a Cadet Grant 
from the Government, which last year amounted to £75. This income 
did not suffice even to pay for the rent of the offices and drill hall, and 
the salaries of instructors. For the rest of the expenditure they had to 
depend upon the money obtained from the annual appeals and the 
entertainments held in-aid of the Brigade. A ball had been held in 
1918 which had enabled them to carry on last year, and partly to 
They had started the year 
with a balance of £714. It was quite obvious that this was totally 
insufficient to meet the expenditure of the year, especially if they were 
to hold a camp, and increased contributions were absolutely necessary if 
the work was to be carried on. He felt that a crisis had arisen in the 
history of the Brigade. It was inconceivable thata movement which had 
had such a wonderful effect on young Jewry, particularly in the East 
End, should fail for lack of support in the Jewish community. He called 


attention to the wonderful record of the Brigade during the war. Out of 
1,949 Jews of the United Kingdom who had fallen no less than 525 had- 


passed through the ranks of the Brigade. This represented 27 per cent. 
of the total number of fallen, and was sufficient testimony of the fine 
work of the Brigade. He appealed most earnestly to the community to 
provide funds to enable the movement to be carried on. |

ANOTHER MOSCOVITCH SUCCESS.

QUARTERLY CONFERENCE. a 


The quarterly conference of the Association was held at Camperdown 
Houseon Sunday.’ Bro. Sir STUART SAMUEL presided, and was supported 
b more than forty delegates of affiliated societies. | 

"pro. M. CASH (Chairman of the Executive) at the outset of the pro- 
ceedings, rose to present Sir Stuart_Samuel with a sash and badge asa 
token of the office he held as President of the Association. Speaking on 
pehalf of the members of Jewish Friendly Societies, Mr. Cash said that 
for a considerable time strong feeling had been manifested in the move- 
ment that Sir Stuart Samuel’s work should be recognised in an 
appropriate manner, — After his return from Poland, the feeling to 
confer public recognition on Sir Stuart had become intensified; 
but at his own request the idea of a public testimonial from: 
the Jewish Friendly Societies had been set aside, and that was 
the only way by which the Association could express its admiration for 
the President. Proceeding to review Sir Stuart Samuel’s efforts on 
behalf of the Jewish Friendly Societies, Mr. Cash recalled his activities 
when he becanie President of the first Federation many years ago, his 
work for the movement when the original Insurance Bill was before 
Parliament, and his energy in promoting the formation of the Association, 
to the work of which he had given his time unstintedly. (Cheers.) The 
Association was still.in its infamey, and he looked forward to the day 
when it would take its rightful place in the affairs of the Community. 
Proceeding to invest Sir Stuart Samuel with the regalia of his office, Mr. 
Cash said that it was a token of the unflinching loyalty and devotion of 
thousands of Jews, and Jewesses, and expressed the hope that Sir Stuart 
would be spared to wear it for many years as the acknowledged chief of 
the movement. (Cheers.) ~ 

Sir STUART SAMUEL, on rising to respond, received an ovation. He 
said it was the first decoration that had ever been conferred upon: him. 


THE ASSOCIATION OF JEWISH: FRIENDLY 


(Laughter.) It was one he valued because the regard and affection—_ 


(cheers)—of those with whom it was his privilege to work went 
with it. His heart had always been in the Friendly Society Movement. 
He was now an old man, and a long- series of years of public 
work was behind him. The chief characteristic he had endeavoured to 
‘show in. that public work was independence, and when jthe Friendly 
Societies manifested their independence he was drawn to them. The 
‘movement only required organising to be a powerful instrument for good 
in the Community, and when they regarded the formation and career of 


- the Association he did not think their anticipations had been belied. The 


response of the Friendly Societies to the many calls made upon their 
“generosity was very gratifying.- The pence of a great number of ple 
were always more useful than the pounds of the few. (Cheers.) A great. 
number of demands had been made upon the Jewish Community, and 
the way the public asa whole had responded was extraordinary, more 
especially in the East End of London. They had honoured himin a way 
that was profoundly grateful to him, and he would wear their emblem 
near his heart as a symbol of their regard. He appreciated the friend- 
ship he had always experienced at their hands, and appealed to the 
jelegates of the Association to continue the good work they had set their 
bands to. (Prolonged applause). 


Bro. M. CASH, in reporting on the Convalescent Home project, said 


that they had over £1,000 in hand as a resultof the Building Fund appeal, 
but that recent progress had been very slow. Houses had been visited at 
a seaside resort, but no immediate action could be taken in view of the 
‘nsufficient response to the appeal.

“ORDER ACHEI BRITH AND SHIELD OF ABRAHAM. 


_The annual installation supper of the United Old Boys’ Lodge was 
held on Sunday at the Monnickendam Rooms. Mr. ANTHONY DE 
ROTHSCHILD presided. | 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the toast of the Order. He said that it was 


With great diffidence that he ventured to say anything on such an 


important subject, but most of those present, who were members of the 
Lodges of the Order, were a striking proof of its prosperity and its good 
work. It was interesting to see how the Friendly Society movement had 
grown and developed. Societies existed intermittently in the seventeenth 
century. Towards the end of the eighteenth century there was a revival, 
and during the nineteenth century there was a continuous increase of 
strength and development. But the early societies were traced back to 
the craft guilds of the Middle Ages, and the services now rendered by the 
societies to their members were not unlike those rendered by the various 
guilds. Whether the democracy of this country, the development of 
which the latest reformers, Hobson and Cole, claimed to be connected 
with the development of the guild movement, would find its salvation in 
the Friendly Societies he could not say, but he was sure the societies 
would go on gathering strength and increasing their numbers. The Jewish 
Orders played a considerable roéle in the movement as a whole, ahd the 
Achei Brith was one of the most prominent. He could not go fully into 
the excellent work of the Order, as he had received explicit orders to be 
brief, and he recalled the custom of an African tribe to restrict 
speeches to the time the speaker could stand on one leg. (Laughter.) The 
suggestion had been made that the Old Boys’ Lodge might usefully conduct 
an enquiry into the best means of co-ordinating the work of the East End 


Jewish clubs. Such an enquiry might prevent overlapping, and introducd 


the needs of the clubs to a wider circle, and thus secure a larger number 
of social workers. He hoped that might be one of the results of the large 
gathering. 

Bro. J. BADER, Grand President, in reply, said that one of the questions 
at present engaging attention in the Friendly Society worid was that of 
amalgamation, a subject in which their Order was very interested. They 
would welcome any society or Order that desired to join forces with them. 


Another matter: which was before them was the provision of a Con- ~ 
valescent Home.
